Carter Harrison Declares His Fight

Is Let Down Very

Chicago, April 5.—Thomas Gahan, demo- 
cratic national committeeman for Illinois, 
in speaking of the result of the mayoralty 
election, said today: 

“I gather from the returns that Carter H. 
Harrison is the choice of the people be- 


cause of his gallant fight against the incor- 


porate influence. The fight has been en- 
tirely municipal, but apart from this, I see, 
as a member of the national democratic 
committee, the end of John P. Altgeld’s in- 
fluence in national politics. 

“The governor really made his fight to 


retain his hold on state, and consequently [ 


on national politics. .His vote was so small 
that he has been wiped ou of the party, 
and he will be a feather weight after this. 
He may fulminate, but none~will listen to 
him. 

“When the vote for him for governor in 
18% is compared with the vote of today, it 
ean easily be seen that Mr. Altgeld’'s influ- 
ence is a thing of the past. He is dead, 
and he will never be resuscitated. The 
democrats are through with him.”

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STATEMENT FROM WATTERSON 


IN REGARD TO AN ARTICLE 
ABOUT CRISP. 
Says the Words Were Those of a Cor- 
respondent and Not Editorial. 
He Admired Crisp. 


Albany, Ga., April 5.—(Special.)—Hon., 
Henry Watterson is in the city for the 
purpose of lecturing tonight and tomorrow 
night from the chautauqua platform. In 
conversation with your’ representative 
here today he made a statement for pub- 
lication in effects as follows: 

“The impression has gone out that the 
statement recently made by a correspond- 
ent of The Courier-Journal that the late 
Charles F. Crisp was ‘‘scheming for a sen- 
atorship when he died”’ was an editorial ut- 
terance. Especially has this idea been un- 
duly magnified by certain newspapers 
whose admiration for Charles F. Orisp 
lacks a great deal of being equal to my 
own. 

“The truth of the matter is, the state- 
ment over which so much commotion has 
been raised was made by a correspondent, 
acting on his own responsibility, and not 
sufficiently edited. The pretense that it was 
editorially sanctioned for no 
one who keeps in touch with Georgia poli- 
‘tics could fail to know that Mr. Crisp’s 
unanimous election was a matter of but a 
few days when he died. The matter is so 
trivial that ordinarily I would not nogjce 
it, but while sojourning here for a few 
days in the section of Georgia where Mr. 
Crisp lived I cannot permit it to go un- 
challenged.’’

W. D. Wilson Stated That He Was 
Offered $5,000 To Change His 
Vote to Quay. 


Harrisburg, Pa., April 5.—The bribery: in- 
vestigating committee resumed its inquiry 
this morning in an effort to complete its 
work this week. 

William D. Wilson, of Westmoreland, who 
testified at a previous meeting of the com- 
mittee that he was twice offered $5,000 to 
change his vote from Colonel Huff to Sen- 
ator Quay—$500 cash and the balance-after 
he voted—and then declined to give the 
name of the person who made the alleged 
offer, was the first witness’called at today’s 
session. 

Mr. Wilson at first refused to cive the 
name of his alleged tempter, but after be- 
ing threatened with arrest for contempt, 
said it was ex-Representative John P. 
Byrne, of Scottdale.

NEGRO MURDERS A DETECTIVE. 


Shot Him in Back of Head with a 


Shotgun. 

Nashville, Tenn., Aprir 5.—(Special.)—Pat 
J. Hanifin, a detective who is well known 
all over this section, was shot and instantly 
killed this morning by a negro named 
Thomas A. Johnson. They were alone in 
Hanifin's office when the negro shot Hani- 
fin in the back of the head with a shotgun, 
tearing a hole three or four imches across. 
The report of the gun was followed by 
two pistol shots and a pistol was found in 
Hanifin’s hand. The negro claims that 
Hanifin fired first, but after a thorough in- 
vestigation the coroner’s jury were con- 
vinced that Johnson assassinated Hanifin 
and that he himself fired the pistol shots 
and placed the pistol in Hanifin’s hand. 
They reported a verdict that fhe killing 
was willfully and maliciously done without 
provocation. Hanifin and the negro had 
fallen out about money matters.

SALISBURY COES 
SLOW ON SAMOA 


Mature Engl Statesman Hesi- 


lates Before Giving Power, 


COMMISSIONERS CONSIDERED 


Ho Truth In Report That Board Wil Const 
of Three Members ftom Each Country, 


CHAMBERS'S POSITION 15 UNDECIDED 


n Well Informed Quarters Salisbury’s 
Indecision Is Said To Be Due to 
His Desire to in No Way 
Interfere with the Ber- 
lin Treaty. 


Washington, April 5.—The Samoan agree- 
ment for a high commission has progressed 
to the point where the three governments 
are exchanging notes as to the members 
of the cémmission,. 

This is accepted as an assurance that 
Lord Salisbury accepted not only the prin 
ciple of the commission, but the commis- 
sion itself, as the consideration of the Brit- 
ish delegate would hardly be entered upon 
unless the commission was assured. 

The published report that three commis- 
sioners would be named from each country 
is without foundation, as such a plan has 
never been considered. There will be one 
from each country of about the same rela- 
tive rank or standing. 

The semi-official announcement that the 
German government will not appoint either 
Consul General Rosenthal or Consul Gen- 
eral Rose as its representative on the Sa- 
moan commission,,taken in connection with 
the declaration of a purpose of selecting an 
official rank of consul general for the place, 
has tended to confirm the belief of the of- 
fivials here that the intention is to name 
Dr. Scmhidt as the German commissioner. 

Dr. Schmidt is now a privy councillor and 
a director in the foreign office at Berlin of 
matters connected with the Asiatic and 
Samoan policy. He was consul general of 
Samoa at Apia four years ago, when he 
was withdrawn at the imstance of the 
United States owing to this attitude toward 
Mr. Mulligan, the United States consul gen- 
eral there. 

Difficult Point Ahead.. 

One point in the negotiations appears to 
be epen ,and may occasion some difficulty. 
This is as to. the future status of Chief 
Justice Chambers, and Consul Rose, of Ger- 
many; Osborn, of the United States, and 
Maxse, of Great Britain. 

It would be quite acceptable to Germany 
if all of them were withdrawn, ;but when 
this proposal was made some time ago it 
was distinctly rejected. Now, however, the 
high commission may have such enlarged 
powers that in effect that Chief Justice 
Chambers and the consuls will have their 
authority curtailed if- not entirely cut off. 

In some well informed quarters it is said 
this ig the real cause of Lord Salisbury’s 
very mature consideration of the plan, as 
he is believed to be averse to any project 
which, even fndirectly, will result in the 
retirement of all the present officials and 
the virtual acceptance of Germany’s origi- 
nal proposal that all be withdrawn. 


GERMANY ASKS UNANIMITY. 


English Commissioner Fails To Agree 
at the Berlin Conference. 

Berlin, April 5.—The negotiations between 
the German “minister of foreign affairs, 
Baron von Buelow; the United States am- 
bassador, Andrew D. White, and the Brit- 
ish ambassador, Sie Frank C. Lascelles, 
continues, 

The representative of Great Britain still 
favors the majority rule within the pro- 
posed Samoan investigation commission: 
Germany wants unanimity, according to 
the Berlin act, and the United States ac- 
quiesces in the latter position. ° 

Mr. White said.to the correspondent here 
of the Assoctated Press: 

“I believe England will yield to 
uranimity. The delay in a decision is 
probably due to Lord Salisbury’s ab- 
sence. As a compromise I offered that 
each power appoint three commission- 
ers with seven to decide. But this met 
with small favor. Germany thinks that 
it will not be difficult to secure nua- 
nimity within the commission if the 
commissioners are instructed to be 
cenciliatory.”’ 

Official dispatches from Washington say 
the American representatives at Samoa 
have been instructed to proceed cautiously 
and retuen to the status quo. All other 
reports, such as that the United States and 
Great Britain will hold Germany responsi- 
ble for the deaths of blue jackets during 
the recent fights, are baseless. 


TRUSTS CHECKED IN MISSOURI. 


Legislature Passed an Act Allowing 
Recourse Against Monopoly. 

Jefferson City, Mo., April 5.—The senate 
today passed the bill intended to prevent 
the operation of trusts in this state. It al- 
lows courts to issue restraining orders and 
rersons injured by the trusts to recover 
three-fold damages. 


The senate passed the bill by Harris 
which is intended to aid the attorney gen- 


eral in getting testimony against trusts. 


GEORGE JURY IS HARD TO GET. 


Two Days Has Been Spent in Selecting 
Jury To Try Mrs. Annie George. 
Canton, Ohio, April 4—The work of se- 
curing a jury to try Mrs. Annie B. George 
for the murder of George D, Saxton, which 
has been in progress for two days, is still 
incomplete. 


EX-PRESIDENT ABHORS WAR. 


EFFORTS OF CHRISTIAN ENDEAV- 
OR ARE COMMENDED. 


Mr. Cleveland Says America Should Be 
the First To Lead in a Great 
Peace Movement. 


Boston, April 5.—Among the communica- 
tions received by the United Society of 
Christian Endeavor recently in connection 
with its proposition for ‘‘a war against war 
and peace by arbitration’’ are two from 
former United States Presidents Grover 
Cleveland and Benjamin Harrison, 

Ex-President Cleveland wrote: 


The, members and the friends of the 
Society of Christian Endeavor have 
never entered upon an undertaking so 
practical and so noble as the effort they 
are now making to secure an abandon- 
ment of war as a means for the 6ettle- 
ment of international differences; and 
if there is any substance to the: claim 
that our institutions and the traits that 
characterize us as a people tend to na- 
tional elevation and Christianization, it 
is eminently proper that our country 
should be in the lead in any movement 


in the interests of peace. 


Ex-President Harrison’s letter says: 
For myself, and much more for the 
great body of its citizenship, I express 
the desire of America for peace with 
the whole world. It would have been 
vain to suggest the pulling down of 
blockhouses or family disarmament to 
the settlers on a hostile Indian fron- 
tier. They would have told you rightly 
that the conditions were not ripe. And 
so it may be and is probably true that 
a full application of the principle is not 
possible, the devil still being unchained. 
It is by a spirit of love and forbear- 
ance mastering the civil institutions and 
governments of the world that we shall 
approach universal peace and adopt ar- 
bitration methods of settling disputes. 


WIFE BEATING NOT ALWAYS BAD 


St. Louis Judge Renders an ‘Interesting 
Decision in Beating Case. 

St. Louls, Mo., April 5.—A decision was 
rendered by Judge Peabody in the city 
police court today that under certain con- 
ditions a husband has the right to beat 
his wife. The case was one Benard Kret- 
zer, charged with beating his wife because 
she would not agree with him in the 
management of their children. Judge Pea- 
body said in passing judgment: 

‘In this case the wife was more guilty 
than the husband for trying to contradict 
and thwart her husband’s will in the pres- 
ence of the children and setting them a bad 
example which he had a right to rebuke. 
There are times when a wife irritates her 
husband to such an extent that he cannot 
control himself and uses his hand or first. 
As long as no serious harm is done, I 
don’t believe in punishment.” 


FORTO RICANS DISSATISFIED. 


Increase in Cost of Living and Delay 
of Annexation Are Worrying. 

San Juan de Porto Rico, March 27.—Al- 
though there is not at present any danger 
of serious disturbance, there is much ‘dis- 
satisfaction among the lower classes of the 
natives throughout the island, and there 
has been a great deal of violent talk by the 
ignorant against the new regime. 

The cause of this anti-Amercian feeling 
is the increase in the cost of living since 
the American occupation began, and the 
ill treatment that many of the natives in 
the country districts have received at th 
hands of rough soldiers. 

Dissatisfaction is also expressed at the 
delay in making the island a part or a ter- 
ritory of the United States, with the priv- 
lleges and advantages that would accrue to 
the island from such a relation, especially 
in the matter of trade. 


FOPE IN SEEMING GOOD HEALTH. 


Pontiff Grants Audiences and Céle- 
brates Mass as Usual. 

Rome, April 5.—Drs, Lappon! and Maz- 
zoni have issued another formal denial of 
the disquieting stories circulated about 
the pope’s health. They declare he fol- 
lows his’ usual occupations, grants au- 
diences daily and celebrates mass almost 
every morning. 

The pontiff, on Apri] 11th, the occasion 
of the fete of Saint Leon, will receive the 
dignitaries of the Sacred college and the 
pontifictal court and will return thanks for 
his coronation congratulations. 

Dr. Lapponi declares the pope is now in 
the same health as he has been enjoying 
for two or three years past. 

His holiness received Archbishop Ireland 
today in farewell] audience.

Washington, April  5—Representative 
Myer, of Louisiana, today accompanied to 
the state department a delegation of aiti- 
zens of New Orleans who seek the inter- 
vention of the United States government 
to protect American business on the mos- 
quito coast of Nicaragua. 

They told Secretary Hay of some of the 
embarrassments they were under in con- 
ducting business in Nicaragua, owing prin- 
cipally to what they termed the arbitrary 
and extortionate actions of the Nicaraguan 
officials. They complained particularly 
against General Torres. 

It was asserted that Torres had been re- 
moved as governor of the Mosquito ¢oun- 
try in 1894 upon ehe demand of the Amer- 
ican government to his failure to punish 
the murderer Aguello, and it was main- 
tained that his reinstatement now amounts 
to a breach of the agreement on the part 
of Nicaragua, 

The delegation also told of the oppres- 
sive action of Torres in demanding double 
payment of duties on imports and referred 
to other arbitrary acts on the part of the 
government. One of the purposes of their

LI HUNG MAY ASSUME POWER. 


Deposed Viceroy Believed To Be Need- 
ed in Approaching Crisis. 

Washington, April 5.—The friendship 
which the empress dowager of China en- 
tertains for Li Hung Chang may result in 
his being recalled to power at an early 
day. 

There have been reports that this move 
was actually under way, but nothing offi- 
cial has been received here to bear this out. 
The main obstacle to his recall, it is said, 
fs the difference between Russia and Great 
Britain as to the preponderance of power 
in Chind. 

In the sharp diplomatic struggle going 
on between those two powers, Russia has 
relied upor the good offices of Li Hung 
Chang, while Great Britain has had cause 
to resent some of the activities of Earl 
Li in behalf of Russia. 

This feeling in British official circles was 
the main cause for the enforced retirement 
of Li. Since then, however, the British 
sentiment against him has become less 
acute, and it is understood that if the 
dowager .empress sees fit to recall him to 
power there is not likely to be that same 
opposition as Great Britain would have in- 
terposed some time ago. 

In Li Hung Chang, it is said, China would 
have the services of the first statesman of 
the orient for the crisis through which she 
fs passing, and that her helplessness in the 


diplomacy of the last two years would 


be thus overcome.

MATTERS GETTING IN SHAPE 


Soon an Active Canvass Will Begin 
in the State. 


REPUBLICANS TELL ILLITERATE WHITES

That the Suffrage Amendment, 
Made Law, Will Disfranchise 
Them. 


Raleigh, N. C., April 5.—(Special.)—The 
democrats are being ioudly called on to 
take time by the forelock and to begin 
at once their campaign, which js not to 
end until after the election in August, 1900, 
which will settle the question of white su- 
prematcy in North Carolina for many years 
to come. Though the newspapers have 
Stated time and again that the .jimitation 
of the franchise is not to apply to anp 
white. persons, except, of course, convicts, 
yet the great mass of voters are not reach- 
ed by newspapers, and a personal canvass 
of the state is therefore necessary. Not 
a few white men, of intelligence, say that 
they oppose the amendment limiting the 
franchise, for the reason that jt will debar 
them from voting because they cannot read 
or write. The republicans will naturally 
work upon these uninformed voters, it 
being good politics for them to do so. It 
is clear now that there will ne a battle 
royal next year in regard to this amend- 
ment. Both the republicans and democrats 
will make heroic efforts. Witn the repub- 
licans it is a matter of life and death. 
They will truly be in the last ditch. Last 
autumn it began to be said bythe repub- 
licans in North Carolima that their party 
at large had abandoned them and gave 
them no aid, pecuniary or otherwise. Their 
campaign was inert, lifeless, and in sharp 
contrast to the use of 1896, when the na- 


tional organiaztion poured money into the 
state. 


Republicans Prefer Pritchard. 

One of the ablest republicans in the state 
is Associate Justice Robert M. Douglas, of 
the supreme court, a son of the famous 
Stephen A. Douglas. Today in the course 
of a talk with your correspondent he took 
occasion to speak of the fact that the re- 
publicans desire Senator Pritchard to be 
their party’s candidate for governor next 
year. Judgé Douglas jis not in politics, but 

is views are always of value. He says 
the republicans feel that if Senator Pritch- 
ard is their candidate for governor the ad- 
ministration will stand by him. The fact 
is that the republicans here have for some 
time felt that the administration’ had de- 
serted them. And for a long while it did 
look that way. The fact is that the party 
is just now pretty well demoralized. AS 
for its former ally, the populist party, it 
has about ceased to exist, and is about as 
dead as the Farmers’ Alliance, its pro- 
quietor. 

The republicans are, therefore, forced to 
call for aid from the outside. It is no 
Secret that quite a number of men in their 
own ranks will vote for the amendment to 
disfranchise the negro, or, if they do not 
vote for jt, will at all events not vote 
against it. Ever since two days after the 
election last November, they have so said, 
as was reported at the time., It’ is the as- 
sertion of some of Senator Pritchard’s 
strongest supporters that when the critical 
time comes these republicans will all get 
into line. 


Aycock for the Democrats. 

It is reasonably sure that Charles B. Ay- 
cock will be the democratic nominee for 
governor, and he will run on the “white 
Supremacy” ticket. White supremacy was 
made the supreme fssue in the campaign 
last year, and next year that will again be 
the rallying cry of the democrats. There 


Aycock will be the democratic candidate. 

Senator Pritchard, in The Washington 
Post, fired the first gun in the republican 
campaign of 1900, by his attack on the 
constitutional amendment. To this Demo- 
cratic State Chairman Simmons has re- 
plied, denying all the senator’s statements. 
He is sending out printed copies of the 
amendment, and also questions and 
answers regarding it. 

The democrats need entire unity to win 
next year; any factional fight in their 
ranks will jeopardize the party’s very life. 
There was, some months ago, a disposition 
on the part of some men in the party to 
ostracize what they termed the ‘“‘goldbugs,”’ 
forgetful of the fact that these not only 
voted the democratic ticket solidly last 
year, but also gave the greater part of the 
funds which were used. It is no secret that 
an exclaimer of the party made a tour of 
the state to enlist the financial and other 
backing of the goldbugs—meaning the man- 
ufacturers and the railway officials—and 
that he got it in unstinted measure. These 
“goldbugs’ all favor the constitutional 
amendment. They naturally favor any- 
thing which they believe will remove what 
they regard as a dangerous element from 
politics—that is, an ignorant vote. -It was 
the fusion legislation of 1897 which unitead 
the democrats in 1898, and it is fear of it 


ostracize any democrats will 
be overslaughed. 

So far as can be asctrtained, no populist 
votes will be cast against the constitutional 
amendment. During the session of the 
legislature, when it was thought perhaps 
doubtful whether the amendment would re- 
ceive the necessary two-thirds vote thereof, 
some leading populists came forward and 
said their party would furnish votes 
enough to make up any deficiency. 

There is thus far but little talk of na- 
tional polities. It is the general belief of 
democrats that Mr. Bryan will be their 
nominee, and that he will get the North 
Carolina vote. Republicans say no candi- 
date can stand before Mr. McKinley in the 
face of prosperity and a successful war.

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CANNED ROAST BEEF 
PASSES CRITICISM 


Beef Article Was Found Generally Very 
Good by the Troops. 


Salicylic Acid Used Constantly by Chi- 
cago Packers on Prepared Beef. 


Court Addresses a Curt Letter to Miles 
Informing Him That Only New 
Evidence Is Desired. 


Washington, April 5.—The two principal 
witnesses before the beef court of inquiry 
today were Professor Russell H. Chitten- 
den, of Yale college, and Dr. Samuel A. 
Currie, who was Heutenant colonel of the 
Second New Jersey regiment, which was 
stationed at Jacksonville during the war. 

Professor Chittenden is one of the chem- 
ists selected by the government to analyze 
the canned ‘roast beef. He presented his 
report showing that the beef generally was 
good. No chemicals had been found by 
him in the preparation, and it was general- 
ly wholesome. 

He, expressed doubt as to 
whether the heat of the tropical climate 
would not cause the fat in the cans to 
liquefy and thus render the food displeasing 
to the sight. 

Colonel Davis stated that most of. the 
cans from which the samples were taken 
for analysis thad been exposed to the heat 
of tropical countries, some of the cans be- 
ing brought from Havana for the purpose 
of the test. . 

Saiicylic Acid Was Used. 

Dr. Currie testified that the refrigerator 
beef supplied at Jacksonville had on some 
occasions made the men sick. He had made 
chemical analysis of the beef, which in 
one case showed the presence of salicylic 
acid and in another of boracic acid. : 
De, Currie said the had discovered some 
ten Or twelve years ago by actual tests 
that Swift & Co. used salicylic acid to 
preserve their meats. Two months ago he 
made a similar test of beef furnished by 
Armour & Co. at his own home in Engle- 
wood, N. J., and had found that it contain- 
ed salicylic acid. 

The beef thus examined looked paler on 
the surface than other beef. He thought 
beef could be treated by both injection or 
immersion in the acid, ,

“It is my belief that at least 25,000 men 
and undoubtedly a much great. number 
would ‘confirm .the testimony that has al- 
ready been given that a portion of the 
food supplied the army was unwholesome 
and unsuitable for use. I therefore request 
that the smal] number of witnesses whose 
names have just been submitted may be 
called upon to give their testimony before 
your court, and in regard to this being a 
final list, as I stated in my letter yester- 
day, so I consider it, although such ad- 
ditional names may be added as circum- 
stances may develop the necessity there- 
for.’ 

The general understanding about’ the 
court is that the request will not be com- 
plied with,

IIFE SENTENCE IS COMMUTED. 


Fresident McKinley Reduces Term of 
Train Robber. 


Washington, April 6.—The president has 
commuted the sentence of Edward Reeves, 
who was convicted in Texas last year of 
train robbery and sentenced to life im- 
prisonment. The term of imprisonment 
was reduced to twenty years on the ground 
that the sentence was excessive. 

The president has also commuted the 
sentence of Joe Thompson and Albert 
Thompson, convicted in Tennessee in 1898 
for violating the internal revenue laws and 
sentenced to imprisonment for the term of 
thirteen months. Under the president’s or- 
der their terms will expire the 17th instant.

Selma, Ala., April 6.—(Special.)—News 
reached the city of a shooting in Woodlawn 
precinct, this county, last evening. King 
Walker was shot and seriously wounded by 
Samuel Seay. Both are prominent. The 
men were interested in a iawsuit’ which was 
teacd in a justice court yesterday. After 
the trial there was a controversy and 
Walker drew bis pistol. Seay grabbed a 
shotgun and fired twice, the loads entering 
the body below the arms. Walker is still 
alive.

WOULD ENGLAND 
TALK OF. EXCHANGE? 


It Is Proposed To Give Up the Philippines 
for the West Indies, 


THE PLAN IS MUCH FAVORED 


Representative Livingston Thinks the 
Proposition Is Feasible. 


INTEREST IS FELT IN LEEWARD ISLANDS 


Possession of West Indies Would Bring 
United States Into Closer Touch 
with Central America. 


Washington, April 5.—Much interest is 
felt here in the proposition originating with 
the inhabitants of St. Kitts, in the Lee- 
ward islands, for the exchange of the Phil- 
ippines for the British West Indies. 

There are strong arguments in favor of 
such an exchange if Great Briiain can be 
induced to part with her West Indian col-' 
onies; and there is little doubt that if 
the people of the United States had an op- 
portunity to choose between the Philip- 
pines and the English possessions in the 
Caribbean sea, they would prefer the lat- 
ter. This is particularly true of the resi- 
dents in the eastern states. 

The possession of the British West In- 
dies would be of great importance to the 
United States from a military point of 
view, as it would make the Caribbean sea 
practically an American lake and. would 
enable this country to dominate completely 
all approaches to any future isthmus canal 
from the Atlantic side. It would also bring 
the United States into closer relation with 
Central and South America, and would 
tend to develop commerce with all the na- 
tions south of Mexico. 

Representative Meyer, of Loutsiana, who 
as a member of the house committee on 
naval affairs has given close attention to 
the new possessions of the United States, 
said: 3 

“As long as we are in the business of 
buying and selling and trading in sover- 
eignty, 1 should prefer, other things being 
equal, to hold possessions n-ar the United 
States rather than at a distance, 

“It wouki also seem to me to be better 
to undertake the government of islands 
the inhabitants of which understand and 
are in sympathy with our system of gov-~- 
ernment and who want to come to us, 
rather than islands the inhabitants of which 
do not comprehend the American system 
and who are not willing to come under our 
government. Whether Great Britain would 
consent to such an exchange as is propos- 


ed, however, is, I think, a question of 
graye doubt.” 


Mr. Livingston Thinks So, Too. 
Representative Livingston, of Georgia, is 
heartily in favor of getting rid of the Phil- 
ippines at any pfice, and régards the pro- 
position to make an exchange with Great 
Britain as the best solution of the difficult 
problem yet offered. 


‘Tl do not doubt,” he said, ‘‘that if the 
matter is properly handled, Great Britain 
would entertain the proposition, She is am- 
bitious to extend her commercial interests 
in the éast and would doultgless consider 
that the possession of the Philippines would 
give her much’ greater strength than she 
now has in that part of the world. 

“All that the United States needs in the 
Philippines is a eoaling station and a place 
for repairing ships attached to the Asiatic 
squadron. t seems to me that an ex- 
change might be affected, whereby the 
United States would consent to make the 
trade with the understanding that we were 
to retain a naval base in the Philippines 
in consideration of a similar privilege 
granted to Great. Britain in her present 
West Indian possessions. 

“No one can deny our right to dispose 
of the Philippines to Great Britain or any 
other power. Germany would probably 
throw All the obstacles she could in the 
way of the trade being. made with Great 
Britain, but that it is not our affair. Eng- 
land, onece in possession of the Philip- 
pines, would need. to have no fear of Ger- 
Many’s protest.’”’

No Cause Known for Tragedy. 

Less than three years ago young Walter 
Jackson claimed for his bride Miss Janie 
Godwin, eldest daughter of M.. und -Mrs. 
Wiliam Godwin. Both were young, both 
admired and beloved by a large circle of 
friends, and each was apparently suited to 
the other by every tie of full congeniality. 
Ghe was one of the most peautiful of Al- 
bany’s fair daughters and during t*:e days 
of her young ladyhood she was an ackncwl- 
edged belle in the most excusive’social cir- 
cles of the city. 

‘The young man who won her heart had 
been reared in her society from childhood. 
They had been schoolmates and nelghbors 
from the time of their earliest recollections, 
and when, as an energetic, successful young 
business man, with a promising future be- 
fore him, he led her to the altar, their 
friends smiled approva] and Llessings were 
showered on their heads. Their married 
life was a beautiful one and those intimate 
friends who knew them best could sce only 
evidences of mutual) devotion and confidence 
between them. If ever a cioud cast its 
ghadow over their married life it was never 
known to any but themselves. Their babe 
was three months old. 

Perhaps no man will ever sn »w just what 

caused last night’s horrible tragedy. That 
the father slew his wife and Labe end then 
took his own life there is probably little 
reason to doubt, but what ecxused the act 
can only be guessed. Dr. VP. lL, Hilsman, 
the family physician, attributes it to tem- 
porary insanity. 
When first discovered this moining Mrs. 
Jackson's body lay on its right side on the 
Jeft of the bed. The attitude of relaxation 
indicated that she was probably asleep 
when the end came and death must have 
Leen instantaneous. She had been shot 
through the head, the bullet entering the 
left temple. Her right arm was thrown 
around her sleeping babe, which wag still 
held to her breast, and over which her other 
arm rested in an affectionate cmbrace. The 
babe had been shot through the body and 
the. ball passed from side to side through 
both lungs. 

Jackson shot himself while sitting on the 
side of the bed, his body falling over that 
of his wife and babe.

Hon. H .F. Dunwody A After Alderman 
Graham, of Savannah. 

Brunswick, Ga., April 5.—(Special.)—In an 
article in The Morning News today regard- 
ing the proposition to turn Savannah's 
quarantine station over to the national gov- 
ernment, one of Savannah's city officials is 
quoted as follows regarding Brunswick's 
quarantine:

Hion. Harry F. Dunwody, ex-state sena- 
tor and mayor of Brunswick, and a brother 
of Dr. John A. Dunwody, now of Cripple 
Creek, Col., but formerly of Brunswick, 
denounces Alderman Graham today in un- 
measured terms. Dr. John A. Dunwody 
was health officer of Brunswick and in 
charge of Brunswick's quarantine at the 
time the government took charge of it. In 
the absence of his brother, Hon. H. F. 
Dunwody says: 

“The Brunswick quarantine was turned 
over to the national government because 
it was expensive to the city and to relieve 
the port of excessive charges in or ler to 
maintain the quarantine and for no other 
reason. If Alderman Graham is correctly 
reported, as above stated, he utters a will- 
ful and malicious falsehood and he knew 
at the time that it was untrue.” 

Dr. John =A, Dunwody was. one 
of Brunswick’s most honored citizens. 
He remained health officer of this port 
fay some time after the government took 
charge of the quarantine and only resigned 
because he had to leave Brunswick on 
account of his health.

Remarks About the Weather. 

That amazing trollop, Spring, received 
another knockout night before last, and 
everybody who takes any interest in her 
peculiar antics is glad of it. She came 
in out of the barren woods wet and 
muddy, about as disreputable looking 
a tramp as the mind could conceive of, 
and yesterday morning she woke up with 
her ears frostbit and an icicle hanging 


from her nose. 


For a long time, Spring has been sail- 


. ing about under false colors and in that 


way she has been able to do a good deal 
of damage. As a killer of roses, mur- 
derer of bluebirds and a destroyer of 
ali things tender and beautiful, she 
stands unrivaled. Heretofore, the public, 
deceived by the poets and misled by va- 
rious traditions, has attributed this de- 
struction to backward seasons, or to the 
wantoness of Spring in allowing Winter 
to linger in her lap; but now her true 
character stands revealed. 

She can no longer sail under false col- 
ors. The poet who repeats the feeble 
fictions about Spring’s beauty will be 
promptly flung from the tavern window, 
and the session of congenial souls will 
be more successful for his absence. .In 


view of recent developments, which are. 


by no means new, though they are a 
trifle more emphatic than ever, it is 
surprising how the poets and the fellows 
who write about nature and the proces- 
sions of the seasons could ever have been 


- befooled ana befuddled -by Spring. They 


may continue to be befooled and befud- 


died, but we advise them to keep away 


from. Atlanta, should they ever desire to 
give public expression to their weak- 
ness, 

It is pleasant to know that there is 
one’ denizen of the woods. which never 
permits itself to be deceived by Spring. 
We refer, of course, to the oak. Jack 
Spalding avers that the oak is to the 
vegetable kingdom what man is to the 
animal. Today most of the oak trees 
are as barren of green as they were in 
the midst of winter. “You see,’ says 
Jack, in commenting upon the long de- 
lay of the trees in putting on their Spring 
raiment, “‘the oak has sense like a horse 
—you can’t fool it. When it puts out 
its leaf or throws up its sap, you know 
Spring is here. The oak is different from 
these d—n fool little peach trees and 
other idiots of the tree tribe, which run 


out their colors and fling up their sap - 


during the first warm spell in Febru- 
ary. They haven’t got sense enough to 
keep out of the way of the frost. but the 
oak has, and this year proves it.” 

There is more in the statement than 
appears at first sight. All trees have 
feeling, but only the oak and its asso- 
cilates have judgment and discretion. If 
you don’t believe trees have feeling, wait 
until hot weather, find a tree in which a 
katydid is playing her fiddle, creep close 
to it, and stand perfectly still until you 
are-sure the katydid is not aware of your 
presence. ‘Then when she resumes her 
Music, lay your hand as gently as pos- 
sible on the trunk of the tree. Instantly 
the katydid will cease to play her fiddle. 
Why? Because the tree has given her 
warning. A shudder went through all 
its fibers at the touch of an alien hand, 
and the katydid felt the shiver. 

If the experiment fails, the failure 
will be due to one of two reasons—either 
you are a Jover of trees and wild things, 
or the tree on which you lay your hand 
has become used to your touch. When 
this is true, you have but to lay your 
hand on a tree to which your touch is 
alien and Mistress Katydid will cut her 
music short in the middle of a note. 

To go back to the root of the matter, 
We fully agree with Jack Spalding that 
the.oak and its sturdy associates (all 
members of nature’s great bar) possess 
judgment and discretion of a very high 
order. You may say that the failure of 
the oaks to respond to the teasing*invi- 
tations of Spring is due to their size. 
Here again you have gone to gea, for the 
oak, whether large or small, pays little 


attention to the warmth of the-seasons. :

The merest sapling is as impervious to 
her invitations as the largest tree. 

You may say, however, that the oak is 
by nature rugged and sluggish. This, 
even if there were no proof to the con- 
trary, does small justice to its fine fiber 
Which is responsive to a polish that 
causes it to shine like glass. But how 
about the blackberry bushes? They are 
neither rugged nor sluggish, but very 
delicate and sensitive. You would say, 
speaking off-hand, that the blackberry 
bush would -be among the first to be in- 
flamed by the pretences of Spring. But it 
is among the last, and the man is not 
living who ever knew the blackberry 
crop to be killed untimely by the frost. 
Yet it is a delicate vine, frail but for its 
thorns, and seeking a footing in places 
where a streak or two of warm sunshine 
is sure to be felt to its very roots. 

Like the oak, however, it has sense; it 
has the judgment and discretion that 
come from experience. It has, as it 
were, an eve out for the weather, and is 
more familiar with the foolish vagaries 
of Spring than any of the poets ever 
were. We advise those who still imag- 
ine that Spring does -not belong to the 
family of wandering tinkers, to go take 
a dose of Pollock’s ‘Course of Time.” It 
is the one thing calculated to cure young 


| and old of -what may be called the poeti- 


cal habit. 

Your true jingler of jingles will tell 
you that “Apri! hath violets in her hair.”’ 
For that matter, so have September and 
October, and the fall violets are very 
much more fragrant than those which 
peep out between freezes in April. And 
what about roses? Unless we buy the 
coarse monstrosities that are forced to 
an unhealthy bloom in the hothouses, 
we shall have to wait till fall to get even 
one blossom; and it never fails but the 
fall roses are the sweetest and the most 
beautiful of all the year. 

Let it not be understood that we are 
Slighting Summer. On the contrary we 
should like to have Summer for our 
steady company, as the girls say. It is 
Summer that gives the world an excuse 
for living; it is Summer that prepares 
the ground for the fall roses and the 
violets; it is Summer, in fine, that emp- 
ties into our laps the bounties of nature. 
Happy, therefore, is the man who can 
wear an overcoat when the mercury Is 
90 degrees in the shade and make no 
outery. against the genial warmth. 

Already in Atlanta an association has 
been organized which has for its purpose 
the promotion of interests of those who 
revel in hot weather. This association 
is confined to no class. It permeates 
every class of society. Its charter, 
which was specially prepared by Jack 
Spalding, contains a provision exempting 
its members from the penalties of the 
law when they assassinate and disem- 


‘bowel those who go about asking their’ 


acquaintances if they ever saw a hotter 
day, or remarking that they “disremem- 
ber the time when the weather was quite 
as hot.” 

The movement to rid society of these 
pests is in the nature of a genuine re- 


form, and the members of the association 


are full of enthusiasm. Each one is to 
be armed with a bottle of vitriol and a 
Knife invented by Colonel Jack Chinn, of 
Kentucky. In order to prevent curious 


comment and dissatisfaction, each mem- 


ber igs to be assessed a small sum month- 
ly tg pay coroner fees; but it is provided 
in the charter that no fee is to be paid 
the coroner unless he instructs his jury 
to bring in a verdict, in cases of assas- 
sination in the street cars and on the 
public highways, that ‘“‘deceased came 
to his death by the hands of unknown 
parties acting in self-defense. 

This reform movement, Weare glad to 
say, is spreading to other communities, 
and soon we shall be able to say that 
there is not a “mighty-hot-today flend” 
in the whole length ana breadth of the

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+ Humor in Public Life. 

The opponents of John Allen, of Mis- 
sissippi, are making a serious mistake 
when they argue that humor is not a 
necessary equipment in a public career. 
It ig not humor that lessens the influ- 
ence of a public man; it is wit, the 
irony and satire that take no account of 
good nature. Sunset Cox was a wit, 
pure and simple, and he was a great 
failure as a public man. Lincoln, on 
the other hand, was a humorist on the 
order of John Allen, and he was a very 
great man in all respects. 

Private John Allen was one of the 
most influential ‘men in_congress, and 
if he is elected to the senate he will 
take very high rank in that body. His 
humor hurts nobody; it is genial and 
soothing, and adds distinctly to the 
pleasure of living. One of the most re- 
markable examples of it was his speech 
in opposition to the report of’the com- 
mittee unseating Congressman Carmack 
in the contest which Josiah Patterson 
instituted. 

The contest was before a republican 
committee and John Allen spoke to a re- 
publican house which had every partisan 
excuse for unseating Carmack. He be- 
gan by putting everybody in good humor, 
and then he gradually worked his audi- 
ence up to the point where they could 
not fail to see how ridiculous the con- 
test was. He held Josiah Patterson up 
to ridicule, but said nothing calculated 
to wound his feelings and made no per- 
sonal attack on him. 

The result was that the report of the 
republican committee was voted down 
by the republicans themselves. 

We are taking no sides in the Missis- 
sippi senatorial contest, but no mistake 
will be made if John *Allen is sent to 
the senate. 
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A Definite Policy Desirable. 

There ig complaint in business quar- 
ters that our trade with Ouba is not as 
satisfactory as it used to be. One of 
the reasons, of course, is the reduction 
of the population by the war, starvation 
and the exodus of the Spanish soldiers 
who were accompanied by many Span- 
ish civilians. These things are accom- 
panied by the general poverty and de- 
moralization incident to war. Most of 
those who had money and who gave 
an impulse to trade have either moved 
away, or are waiting—‘waiting to see 
what will happen.’’ 

This, too, is the main trouble, this 
waiting. Does any American officia] on 
the island know what the policy of this 
government is to be with respect to 
Juba? Does anybody outside of the 
white house know what it is to be? Two 
of the department commanders in Cuba 
said to Secretary Alger, on the occasion 
of the recent visit of the latter, that if 
they knew the president’s exact policy 
with respect to Cuba, their labors would 
be materially aided—if they knew wheth- 
er the American occupation was to be 
long or short. They added that the un- 
certainty as to the length of the occu> 
pation “‘tended to promote restlessness 
among the Cubans.” 
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ject. Probably he does not himself 


know what the American policy is to be 
—whether American occupation is to last 
one year ora hundred. Asa New York 
shipper to-Cuba says, until the form of 
government there is defined there can be 
no substantial improvement of condi- 
tions on the island. There may be 
some purchases of land, because that 1s 
a form of property that cannot be de- 
stroyed, but there will be few other in- 
vestments until it is known what the 
United States government proposes to do. 

The Filipinos could get no clear an- 
swer to’ their demands for a statement 
of policy, and they went to war as the 
result. - It was a most foolish and fa- 
tal step for them, but it would have been 
a very Wise thing for Mr. McKinley to 
have made a clear and comprehensive 
statement of the policy his administra- 
tion would pursue. 

The Filipinos were foolish, to be sure, 
but are the Cubans any wiser? They rest 
in complete ignorance of the plans of 
this government. They do nothing, be- 
cause they don’t know what to do. ‘The 


money that would do incalculable good: 


in Cuba by giving to the followers of 
Gomez the means to re-establish them- 
selves on their little farms and patches, 
is held up, not because a sham assembly 
refuses to produce the avmy rolls, but 
because our commanders in Cuba do not 
know what course to pursue. 

Secretary Alger, with some impatience, 
suggested the return of the fund to the 
treasury, but that would not aid the per- 
sons for whom it was intended, who 
surely are not to blame for the folly of 
the so-called assembly. To deal with 
these people in a spirit of impatience 
will surely complicate matters and cre- 
ate misunderstandings that might well 
be avoided. So far as a congress now 
defunct can pledge anything, it has 
pledged independence to the Cubans— 
ultimate independence. Meanwhile, 
leading up to that, the government must 
have a fixed and definite policy with 
respect to Cuba, and that policy should 
be clearly announced. 

When that it done, the Cubans will 
know what is in store for them and the 
conservative classes will immediately 
proceed to adjust themselves to the con- 
ditions arising from a definite and set- 
tled policy. The lawless element can 
be easily controlled when the conserva- 
tive classes are satisfied. We are un- 
dertaking large responsibilities and our 
conduct as a government must measure 
up tothem. When we propose to man- 
age even temporarily the affairg of an 
alien people, our policy must not be what 
we, with our notions, think ig best, but 
it must be the policy that is best. 

There is one thing for which the coun- 
try will thank Mr. McKinley, namely, 
that he has placed men of affairs and not 
politicians in charge of Cuban matters. If 
he will but announce a definite policy for 
the guidance of these men, soMe end to 
which they may work, Cuba will soon be 
in a fairly prosperous condition.

BALKED BY BOSTON BANKERS. 


The Boston Bankers Stand Against the 
Ten Per Cent Rake-Off. 
From The New York Press. 

With the very first day’s test of the clear- 
ing house committee rules taxing country 
checks, they fell flat yesterday and prac- 
tically were abrogated, so far as concerns 
all points in Massachusetts. 

There was an informal meeting of the 
members of the clearing house committee, 
and, as a result, the bankers were told to 


| use their own discretion in charging a dis- 


count on checks presented from points in 
that state outside of Boston. This is taken 
to mean that all New England points will 
be included in the ‘‘discretionary” list, and 
that means the total failure of the com- 
mittee in enforcing its arbitrary tax on 
country checks and that the obnoxious 
regulations willbe rescinded in a short 
while. ' 

There was trof#™Me among the banks with 
the first day tha®the tax was put into ef- 
fect, and bankers generally were harassing 
the members of the clearing house com- 
mittee, and asking for instructions and *‘in- 
terpretations” every time the central tele- 
phone girl didn’t coo: “Clearing house busy 
now.’’ 
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Boston is responsible for the trouble of 
yesterday that ended with an implied abro- 
gation of the rules imposing a tax, so far 
as the entire state of Massachusetts is con- 
cerned. This will be extended to all New 
England just as soon as the bankers of 
Boston say so, despite all the rules and 
regulations and penalties the members of 
the New York clearing house confmittee 
may decide upon, 

How Boston got the whip hand was told 
in The Press last week, when the bankers 
of that city met and decided that they 
would not charge for collecting checks on 
interior points in that state, Then, to take 
the best possible advantage of the blunders 
of the New York clearing house commit- 
tee, the bankers resolved that they would 
extend the system throughout all New 
England and collect checks there at par, 
Where the associated banks of New York 
had been obliged by the rules of the com- 
mittee to charge one-tenth of 1 per cent. 

Boston always has been envious of the 
mercantile and banking conditions here, 
and time and again has made effort to 
take away from this city the control of 
the finance and trade of the country. 
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But never before has the Hub made a 
move in that direction in which it was not 
roundly whipped; its recent effort to grasp 
the wool trade is an example of that city’s 
harrowing experience in that line. Boston 
hasn't forgot the dear lessons it has 


ppperned, and came back with interest yes- 


‘rday, when the full force of theé¢rules 
in this city taxing checks became known 
in its practical application, 

Under the rules of the clearing house 
committee Boston was made a ‘‘discretion- 
ary’’ point—that is, checks on Boston were 
to be collected through banks here with- 
out charge. Boston saw its opportunity, 
and the bankers there met and declared it 
would collect free all checks on any point 
in Massachusetts, with a promise of in- 
cluding all New England, Of course, an im- 
portant question bobbed up immediately 
here yesterday when the first check came 
into a bank from a merchant in a Massa- 
chusetts city outside of the Hub. It was 
deposited by an importing firm, and this 
is what followed over the telephone be- 
tween the bank reciving the check and 
the clearing house: ; 

*‘Hello!t’’ said the banker at: the ’phone. 
“We have no connection, with a Salem 
bank, and must collect it through Boston. 
There is no charge for eollection between 
us and Boston, and the banks of that city 
do not charge for collections over ‘the 
State. What shall we do?” 
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‘The clearing house committee rules 
that one-tenth of 1 per cent must 
charged on that item.’’ 

“But we can only collect it through 
bank in. Boston that exchanges with us. 
That bank doesn’t charge anything for 
collecting the money on the check in Salem, 
‘and the rules here say we need not charge 
on any business with Boston. We dare not 
refuse to collect the check for our custo- 
mer. He is a heavy depositor. Where are 
we at?’ 

That was a poser, and resulted in an in- 
formal meeting of the committee responsi- 
ble for the troublesomé rules. As to the 
result of that meeting a banker said: 

“We have been informally told that the 
Charge of one-tenth of 1 per cent will not 
be insisted on, where checks on points in 


Massachusetts are collected through our, 


country banks in Boston. That is the only 
reasonable thing to do, otherwise we must 
reject all checks from Massachusetts, 
which simply would be ridiculous. No bank 
will stand that extreme measure, rules or 
no rules.’’ 

“But that is an abrogation of the rules 
of the clearing house committee,”’ 
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“Certainly it is, but what can the banks 
here do? We made Boston a free point, 
and that city cleverly turns around and 
extends the free system throughout the 
State,’’ 

“The bankers there have decided to ex- 
tend it throughout all New England.”’ 

‘“Well,”’ said the banker slowly (he is a 
vice president of a large bank), “if Boston 
extends the system she will control the 
money transactions throughout New Enzg- 
land, and of course that will have an ef- 
fect on the mercantile situation. 1 won't 
confess that this city will lose much, be- 
cause it is too strong.”’ 

‘Philadelphia is a free point with New 
York. Why cannot that city do as Boston 
did, and attract business by collecting 
checks throughout all of the central states 
for nothing, where New York banks must 
make a Charge for doing the same thing?’

“Banks of this city charge one-tenth of 
1 per cent for collecting checks in Chi- 
cago, and one-fourth of 1 per cent for col- 
lecting checks in ail states southwest and 
northwest. Why cannot Chicago banks 
take charge of that territory comparative- 
ly near to it, and attract business just as 
Boston is doing?’

“It can, and make money by doing’ so. 
Many New York banks have correspond- 
ents in Chicago who handle western busi- 
ness for them, and must send checks-there 
for collection from a wide stretch of terri- 
tory. The Chicago banks may do as Bos- 
ton has done, but, instead of collecting for 
nothing, can make a percentage of profit 
for themselves. For instance, a bank here 
that handles its business through Chicago 
may receive a check for $5,000 on Kansas 
City. Our clearing house charges one- 
fourth of 1 per cent, or $5. 
bank may collect it and keep the entire 
difference between, $12.25 and $5, or attract 
trade to that city by dividing the profits 
with the bank in Kansas City. The clear- 
ing house committee having practically ab- 
rogated the rules regarding Massachusetts, 
cannot draw the line where the same c«on- 
ditions exist with Philadelphia or Chicago. 
It all will result in instructions to the 
banks of the city to use their own judg- 
ment regarding collections on country 
checks, and then we will be just where 
we were before the rules went into ef- 
fect.”" 
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One of the important incidents of the 


day that agitated banking circles was the. 


announcement that a large corporation, do- 
ing business all over the world, had with- 
drawn its accounts from three deposito- 
ries in this city and transferred them else- 
where. This concern does a business of 
many million dollars a’ year, and the tax 
on country checks would have cost a no- 
ticeable margin of'-its profits. The with- 
drawal was kept a secret for a time, but 
the fact finally leaked out that the corpo- 
ration in question had absolutely refused 
to pay the collection tax, and transferred 
its deposits to Boston and Philadelphia, 
where no tax on country collections are 
made. |

New Haven, Conn., April 4.—Charles E. 
Curtis, secretary of the New Haven clear- 
ing house, has conferred in New York with 
the metropolitan clearing house over the 
new rule imposing a tax on all checks on 
New Haven and other banks in outside 
states. He represented to the New York 
bankers that the New Haven clearing 
house would pass a retaliatory rule, and 
that New Haven business men would trans- 
fer much of their business from the New 
York wholesale houses to those in Boston 
and Philadelphia if the rule is persisted 
in. 

The New York clearing house executive 
committee will act on the question, and 
give the New Haven bankers a decisive 
answer in a few days. It is believed here 
that the obnoxious rule will be repealed.

DISAPPEARANCE A MYSTERY 


Young Business Man of Louisville 
Loses Mind and Wanders Away. 


WAS KILLED BY A RAILROAD TRAIN 


And by Railroad Men Laid To Rest 
Alongside the Track Where 
He Died. 


Jacksonville, Fia., *sApril 5.—(Special.)—~ 
Mrs. V. V. Anderson, of Louisville, Ky. 
returned home today after three weeks 
of anxious searching in this city for her 
lost son, carrying his remains with her. 

O. M. Anderson, the son of Mrs. Y. V. 
| Anderson, left his home in Louisville early 
in February, in charge of a hospital nurse, 
for Jacksonville, for the benefit of his 
health, body and mind. They stopped at 
the Ward house, on Julia street, in this 
city for several days and Mr. Anderson 
Seemed to be so much improved that his 
nurse, J. M. Fipps, returned to Louisville 
thinking his services were no longer needed. 

Mr. Anderson was teft under the treat- 
ment of a Jacksonville physician, -and on 
February 2lst disappgared mysteriously. 
His mother was advisgd of his disappear- 
ance. She came down from Louisville at 
once and has remained here till today, 
making every effort to find trace of her 
son. ; 

Mention of her anxious search and a de- 
scription of her son appeared recently in 
the Florida papers and on Saturday was 
read by W. H. Peeples, the postmaster at 
Kingsland, on The Florida Central and 
Peninsular railroad, thirty-seven mileg 
rorth of Jacksonville. The description tal- 
lied accurately with that of an unknown 
young white man who was killed by a 
northbound express train on the Florida 
Central and Peninsular railroad near 
Kingsland on February 28th. He notified 
Mrs. Anderson of the circymstances and 
She and Dr. B. N. Liel, of this city, went 
up to Kingsland. 

The investigation convinced Mrs. Ander- 
son that the unknown dead was her lost 
son for whom she had been looking for 
weeks. Undertaker C. A. Clerk, of Jack. 
sonville, exhumed the body and the remaing 
were sent to Louisville today for burial. - 

O. M. Anderson was a well-known busi- 
ness man of Louisville and his mind was 
impaired last fall by overwork. He was 
sent to an asylum for the insane, and wag 
discharged. He had a relapse and his 
mother sent him to Jacksonville, hoping 
that the change would benefit him.. The 
young man wandered up the railroad to 
Kingsland, Ga., and sat down on the rail- 
road bridge at the St. Mary’s river, where 
he was Knocked down and fatally injured 
by a train. The injured man was. picked 
up by the conductor of the train, but died 
a few minutes afterwards.

Only one day after Pendley testified be- 
fore the grand jury that he, assisted Ly 
Bankston, entered the Stelneau saloon and 
killed Policeman Ponder, he made a ccn- 
fession in jail denying every assertion he 
made to the grand jury and numerous oth- 
er persons, and said many other things 
which had not been divulged. 

The last confession, and the one in which 
he denied any connection or knowledge of 
the crime, he made on March ‘th, in the 
presence of a witness and two attorneys.

- Mr. Howard took 
the confession in shorthand, just as it was 
told. It was transcribed and Colonel Gecrge 
Westmoreland, who has been associated in 
the case by Mr. Howard, with the confes- 
sion written out, went to the jail with E. C. 
Laird as a witness. 

Colonel Westmoreland told Pendley that 
Mr. Laird would read the confession as the 
had just made it to him and wanted to know 
if it was true. He was asked if he was re- 
ceiving any reward for it. or if he was 
persuaded to make it, or feared anything 
that caused him to make it. 

Pendiey said he only wanted to tell the 
truth, and that he sent for Mr. Howard for 
that reason. Each paragraph of his con- 
fession was read to him by Mr. Laird and 
Pendley said every word of it was true. He 
then affixed his signature. 

Pendley’s New Confession. 

The confession is as follows: 

At my request, Mr. W. S. Howard and 
Attorney Smith visited me on March 
8th, and Mr. Howard said to me: ‘John, 

l want you to tell us the truth, the 

whole truth and nothing but the truth, 

so help you God.’ I told him I would, 
and this statement is the truth. 

Me and a nigger by the name of Jack 
Palmer was a-talking one day—we was 
not working on account of the rain—and 
Jack Paimer said to me: “I’ve killed 
eight men,” and I said: ‘‘Well, I killed 
«a policeman named Ponder.” 

It was against the rules to tell a lle 
about anything, and if you told one 
they would whip you. The guard, Mr. 
Hunter, heard me say that and asked 
me.about it, and I told him: ‘Yes, I 
killed Ponder.’’ I was scared to say 
anything else, ’cause I knowed |} would 
git a whipping. Then Mr. Nash asked 
me about it and I told him the same 
thing. 

The next day after this Mr. Wooten 
and Harris, two detectives, come out to 
Decatur to see me, and Mr. Nash had 
me there to meet them. They asked me 
about it and I told them the same thing 
1 told Mr. Nash. Mr. Wooten told me 
all about how the murder was done and 
I just picked up his tale about it. 

What the Detective Told. 

This was the first time I knowed any- 

thing about how it was done. He told 


me the policeman what got killed come 
in the front Goor, and said that the man 
that done the shooting went out the 
back door.

‘Was Going To Give Me Hell.” 

This fellow Bill Paul, who was a 
guard, said he was going to make it 
heavy on me the balance of: the time I 
staid in there, and said he was going 
to give me hell, I confessed to this 
whole thing just to. git out of that place.

I come back next 
evening and told him I could not catch 
him, and the next day my mother got 
a trial, and they let her loose, and we 
went on home. 

Wanted To Get Out. 

I testified before the grand jury just to 
get out of that place. I do not know 
Rice, and had never seen him before. 
Last Saturday a’ week ago, Wooten 
brought Rice to Decatur and Wooten 
asked Rice if he knew me, and said I 
was the man he saw the night of the 
murder, and then Rice says to me:

An Important and Enthusiastic Meeting of the State Fair Exec- 
‘utive Committee Held Yesterday, 


NORTHEN 1S VICE-CHAIRMAN 


Will Act In Absence frem City of Chalr- 
man Brown, 


LARGE PURSES FOR HORSE RACING 


The Committee Decides To Hold Races 
This Fall and Offers $5,000 in 
Purses—Some Very Fine 
Sport Is Promised for 
Future. 


An enthusiastic meeting of the executive 
committee of the state fair was held yester- 
day at noon in the association’s rooms in 
the Prudential building. 

Pope Brown, president of 
the State Agricultural 


Chairman J. 
Society, presided. 
W. J. 
Northen, chairman of the local committee; 
A. J. Smith, Clark Howell, R. F. Critten- 
den, W. O. Wadley, David Woodward, 
proxy for John A. Miller; H. H, Cabaniss 
and Secretary Martin. 


The other members present were: 


s 

The feature of the meeting, which was 
characterized by great harmony, was the 
adoption of a $15,000 premium list—the larg- 
est premium list of any state fair ever held 
in Georgia. The lst as completed is com- 
prehensive and complete, and none of the 
important interests of the state have been 
overlooked. 

Among other important questions that 
came up for consideration was that of vest- 
ing authority in the chairman of the local 
committee to act in the absence of the 
chairman of the genera] committee. Mr. 
Wadley introduced the following resolution, 
Which was adopted: 

Resolved, That in the absence from the 
city (Atlanta) at any time of the presi- 
dent of the State Agricultural Society 
final authority in all matters shall be 
vested in the chairman of the local com- 
mittee, who shall be vice chairman of 
the State Fair Association and to whom 
the secretary and the departmental com- 
mittees shall report. 

Resolved further, That the vice chair- 
man shall have genéral authority to act 
in all matters of executive or general 
detail in the absence of the president. 
The effect of this resolution is that Chair- 

man Northen is empowered to pass on all 
matters relating to the fair in the absence 
of President Brown from Atlanta; that he 
is virtually placed in charge of the Atlanta 
of the fair. 

Several matters of importance were then 
taken up. 

The committee considered the report of 
the sub-committee on grounds and build- 
ings and ratified the selection of Piedmont 
park, : 

The question of holding races at the fair 
was then brought up. Only one member of 
the committee was opposed to the fair asso- 
ciation offering purses. Chairman Northen 
did not favor the idea because of the limit- 
ed means at the disposal of the associa- 
tion. He thought that the money spent 
for racing could be made better use of in 
other directions. His objection was over- 
ruled, however, and the committee voted to 
have races, 

Purses Will Be Handsome. 

The committee voted to give the commit- 
tee on horses and stock $5,000 to hang up in 
prizes. This amount assures some fine 
sport this fall. Captain John A. Miller, 
chairman of the committee on horses, 
agreed to furnish some first-class racing if 
given sufficient money to offer in prizes, 

Five thousand dollars was the amount he 
asked for, and with this sum now at his 
disposal fhe will enter actively into the 
work of securing some of the fastest ani- 
mals on the southern circuit. He will ap- 
point a special racing committee composed 
of well Known authorities on horseflesh to 
look after the racing end of the fair. In 
addition to the $5,000 given by ‘the fair as- 
sociation, it that several

thousand dollars will be given by the local 


hotels and livery stables. With $7,500 to 
hang up in purses, one of the finest meets 
ever held in Atlanta Can be given, say the 
local liverymen., - 

The committee approved the action of the 
special committee on grounds and build- 
ings in selecting the Georgia building for 
the educational display, and voted $300 to 
be used in premiums. The American Book 
Company has already offered to give $500 
to this fund and other publication con- 
cerns are expected to give similar amounts. 

The committee on transportation report- 
ed that the railroads had agreed to trans- 
port the exhibits of the fair free of charge. 

Chairman Northen and President Brown 
were del@gated to attend the meeting of the 
State Horticultural Society for the purpose 
of interesting the fruit growers of the 
state in the fair and securing a large ex- 
hibit of fruit. Mr. Smith will also secure 
a handsome exhibit from the state experi- 
mental station. 

Before adjourning, the executive commit- 
tee igstructed the committee on premiums 
to finish work on the premium list and have 
the list placed in the hands of the printer 
as soon as possible. 

In the afternoon a special meeting was 
held to pass on the premium list. The 
committee adopted the list as it now stands. 
With one or two minor. exceptions, the 
list is complete and will be ready for dis- 
tribution in a few days. It is one of the 
most comprehensive that has ever been is- 
sued. All of the departments have been 
liberally. provided for and many of the 
prizes are very handsome. Over $1,300 alone 
is offered for the best displays of home 
products of various kinds. . 

From this day on the fair work will be 
pushed forward with great vigor, and eacn 
day will add something of interest. 

The Scope of the Fair. 

Secretary Martin has issued a news letter 


: 
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simultaneously today in nearly all of the 
principal papers of the state. 

The-letter sets forth in a clear and concise 
manner thé sqope and aims of the fair. 
Following is an extract’ from it: 

“The plan of the Georgia State fair that 
is to be held in- Atlanta next fall has been 
blocked out. And the result is unique— 
providing as it does, that this state fair is 
really to be a home-made fair. The old 
established exposition idea—the collection 
of a temporary museum of foreign wares 
and products, and cataloguing the whole 
uuder a local title and inviting home folks 
to come and see it and thereby acquire a 
liberal education, for the price of admis- 
sion, is entirely discarded. This fair will 
be an exposition of the things that are to 
be found in Georgia. Agriculture and 
manufacture—home agricuiture and home 
munutacture—have been invoked as patron 
goddesses of the show. For, the theory 
upon which this fair seems to be founded 
is, at last, that if a sample of-everything 
Georgia can offer to outsiders who are 
looking for a home to adopt, or @ place to 
invest money, is put on exhibition, none of 
that very desirabie class who come to view 
it can resist the multivarious charms of 
this smiling state, and so will become citi- 
zens of it, bringing wtih them new blvuod 
and money to enrich ana make greater the 
commonwealth and its people. 

“And, too, here is anoher edge to this 
theory, no whit less keen. Which is, that 
u friendly rivalry will be stirred up among 
the peopie of the state by such-a fair that 
should make greatly for real and tangible 
public good. John Smith will be invited to 
come and show what he is doing at home, 
he being expected to put his best foot fore- 
most. So also will his neighbor Brown be 
invited. Then the fair management argues 
if Brown’s products are better. than 
Smith’s, Smith will in all probability go 
back home fired with ambition to in turn 
surpass Brown, and so an admirable war- 
fare will be started. 

“Another thing about the forthcoming 
show that is calculated to make a great hit 
with the people of the state is that, while 
manufacure will be a feature of it, -agricul- 
ture will be the feature. The largest prem- 
jums offered are for farm products. And 
these premiums embrace every imaginable 
product of the farm, from Jersey bulls to 
Pickled peaches, both for individual and 
county displays. 

“In offering premiums for county and 
individual displays a scale of points has 
been adopted as follows: Recognizing 190 
points as perfect, agriculture is rated at 60 
points, garden vegetables at 20. home in- 
duatry 10 and fruits 10. This will enable 
judges to rate each exhibit more accurately 
upon its merits and award premiums with 
more fairness than is ‘possible under any 
Other system. 

“The whole of the department is limited 
to Georgia production, and al] articles ex- 
hibited must be grown by the exhibitor. 
Exhibits must be of agricultural products 
exclusively.”’

After a residence in Atlanta for more 
than three years Eugenia Crabb, the first 
Cuban to come to this city and one of the 
last to leave, left Tuesday night for Cuba, 
having been summoned there by his busi- 
ness interests. Dr. Eugene Crabb, his 
eldest son, who recently graduated with 
honors from the. dental department of the 
Atlanta College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons, accompanies his father to Cuba and 
will practice his profession in Havana. 

Mr. Crabb’s family, including Oscar, his 


éecond son, who is a student in the Tech- 
nological school, remains in Atlanta for the 


; present, but it is probable that upon the 


completion of the education of Oscar Crabb 
@ll members of, the family will return to 
Cuba, 

3efore leaving, Mr. Crabb said: 

“J would ask that The Constitution ex- 
press to the many kind friends and pleasant 
acquaintances I have made in Atlanta the 
sincere regret I feel at leaving them. I will 
ever remember with gratitude the many 
favors received at their hands and hope to 
have the pleasure of seeing some of them 
next winter at Havana.

I think it would be-the best 
thing tor both the Cubans and the island. 
You know we Cubans have mixed up in us 
that hot southern and Spanish blood and 
we should take a few lessons in self-gov- 
ernment from the Americans before at- 
tempting to conduct our: own government, 
or else We will find ourselves like Brazil 
and Costa Rico and Venezuela and the 
other Central and’ South American coun- 
tries, where they are eternally quelling re- 
beliions and executing for treason. 

“Look how the Cuban senate has already 
dune the stanch old patriot Gomez. They 
Ought to be ashamed of themselves. You 
know he is our Washington. That sort of 
thing will continue if the Cubans under- 
take to govern themselves at present. 

“It is not a lack of intelligence, mind you. 
They are just as intelligent as the Ameri- 
cans, but it is just that turbulent spirit that 
exists and it will have to be quieted. Then 
there is another view to take of it. The 
Americans are going to settle on the island 
and invest their money there, as has al- 
ready been evidenced by the purchase of 
the railroad. . 

“The theaters will be conducted by 
Americans, the cities will be supplied with 
modern sewerage systems and other im- 
provements that will entirely wipe out yel- 
low fever will be made.

ROADS WAVE BEEN GREATLY ANNOYED 


Passenger Association Warns Public 
Against Being Caught by Ma- 
nipulated Tickets. . 


The railroads are making a lively crusade 
against the scalpers in the south just now. 
A great many forged and counterfeit tick- 
eis have been on sale and the roads have 
been caused no little annoyance. They 
are now turning the tables and they are 
making it unpleasant for some of the 
scalpers and for the patrons of the brok- 
ers. 

Several passengers have been put off 
trains and others have been compelled to 
pay their fare or get off. One passenger 
who was put off a train has brought suit 
for a large sim against a Jacksonville 
broker, and there has been no little com- 
motion among the dealers. Some of these 
tickets are said to have found their way 
to Atlanta, and the roads have published 
a warning to passengers to beware of the 
counterfeits and forgeries. The following 
notice printed in large type is posted in 
most ticket offices: 

BEWARE OF oi * “haan eared TICK- 

ETS. 


Investigation having demonstrated 
that a large number ot counterfeit and 
forged tickets are on the market in 
Florida, the railroad companies have 1s- 
sued special instructions to their con- 
ductors and agents which will without 
doubt result in serious inconvenience to 
persons presenting same. 

Therefore, all persons are hereby cau- 
tioned against the purchase of railroad 
tickets from any person or persons 
other than the regularly appointed tick- 
et agents of the railroad companies.

Mr. Richardson says that the forgeries 
are very clever and the roads did not dis- 
cover them until they reached the auditors. 
One ticket which was accepted by a con- 
ductor was so cleverly changed that the 
manipulations were not visible to the naked 
eye, but when the ticket was placed under 
a strong magnifying glass it was discov- 
ered-that the selling point, the destination, 
the limit and the number had all peen 
erased with acids and new words and fig- 
wres had been inserted. When the ticket 
reached the auditor of the issuing road, he 
reported to the Western and Atlantic that 
the sale of the ticket had never been 1e- 
ported by the latter company's agent. The 
agent answered that he still had the ticket 
bdearing the number in -his case. It had 
never been sold. 

All conductcrs have been cautioned to 
examine every ticket carefully and the 
forgery has to be very clever, indeed, to 
escape now. A passenger with a suspicious. 
looking ticket has to undergo an examina- 
tion and ff there is any evidence of ma- 
nipulation the ticket ts sure to be taken 
up, or if not surrendered by the passen- 
ger, he has to pry his fare or walk.

Liquidation was heavy on the way down 
and recovery did not set in until an ex- 
pression ot crop news from country corre- 
spondents among.the commission men 
established the universality of crop dam- 
age of a serious character in all western 
winter states outside of Ohio. Chicago re- 
ceived 91 cars, of which 12 graded contract. 
Minneapolis and Duluth got 300 cars, com- 
pared with 253 the corresponding day a year 
ago. Atlantic port clearances of wheat and 
hur equalled 550,000 bushels.

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EDGEWOOD CHARTER 


QUESTION ARGUED 
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Judge Lumpkin Hears frem Attorneys 
on a Constitutional Point. «2+ 


TOWN’S EXISTENCE AT STAKE 


vudge Lumpkin May Deliver His De- 
cision Today. 
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THE CASE WAS QUICKLY DISPOSED OF 


Only Two Days Required for Filing 
and Hearing Argument—Much In- 
terest Attached to Result. 


The case of A. H. Benning et al. against 
the mayor and board of aldermen of Edge- 
wood was argued before Judge Lumpkin 
yesterday afternoon, 

Judge Lumpkin reserved his decision, but 
it is expected that he will announce it to- 
day. The case was argued for the plain- 
tiffs by D. W. Rountree, and for the de- 
fendants by Reuben Arnold. 

The case is an interesting one, and has 
a number of important features. The 
plaintiffs claim that the town of Edgewood 
is illegally organized, and the the charter 
is unconstitutional. 

The bill to test the constitutionality of 
the charter was filed with the consent of 
the defendants in order to test the questio 
and have a final settlement of it. 

The charter was obtained by the citizens 
of that place through the last session of 
the general assembly. It was contended 
before the committee on corporations of 
the house that the bill was unconstitu- 
tional, but this committee held that it did 
not have the authority to settle such a 
question. 

The town, as far as the authority of the 
legislature extended, was incorporated. It 
is claimed by the defendants that the town 
should have been incorporated by the su- 
perior court of DeKalb county. The issue 
of one purely constitutional and an agreed 
Statement of facts was made to the court. 

Mr. Rountree made 
for the unconstitutionality of the charter, 
and was followed by Mr. Arnold on the 
other side. Mr. Rountree was assisted by 
Lawrence R. Brooks, Daley & Hall and C. 
W. Smith, and John A. Wright assisted 
for the defendants. 

The case is one of the quickest on record 
in this county. The bill was submitted to 
Judge John 8S. Candler, of the Stone Moun- 
tain circuit, on Tuesday afternoon. He 
certified on it that he was disqualified, and 


on yesterday morning it was taken before | 


Judge Lumpkin. The latter set the hearing 
for yesterday afternoon, and at 4:30 o'clock 
the argument over the constitutional point 
was concluded, after.a full and eomplete 
exposition of it from both the plaintiffs’ 
and defendants’ point of view. 

Judge Lumpkin was given a brief of the 
contentions of-the two sides, and will make 
his.decision in a short tme.

The municipal board of water commis- 


sioners held their regular meeting at the 
city hall yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 
Several matters of importance were consid- 
ered. . 
Colonel Simpson, of the department of the 
gulf, was present and asked that the rate 
of $8,000 for the first year, and ll cents a 
thousand gallons for successive years, for 
city water at Fort McPherson be reduced. 
Colonel Simpson stated that the rate was 
the himhest charged the government by any 
«ity in the United States. On motion of 
Mr. Wilkes, seconded by Mr. Erwin, the 
board unanimously decided to reduce the 
rate after the first year to 8 cents. per 
thousand. 

The war department will in all probabil- 
ity accept this rate, and the work will be- 
gin in the next few days. The contract 
calls for a six-inch pipe to the gate of the 
fort. Colonel Simpson stated that the bar- 
racks would have at least a regiment of 
soldiers from now on. There is only one 
company there now. 

Will Raise the Dike. 

Several weeks. ago the water board in- 
structed City Engineer Clayton to prepare 
plans and estimates for raising the river 
dike at the Chattahoochee pumping sta- 
tion. In his report rendered yesterday af- 
ternoon, Captain Clayton stated the work 
would cost $995.75. This includes raising the 


dike two feet, making it seven and one- 
half feet higher than the high water mark 
during the flood of 1898. The estimate also 
inciudes a puddle dam five feet high, to 
prevent the water sweeping through the 
base of the dike. 

On motion of Mr. Erwin the board ap- 
pointed Chairman Harrison, Judge Hillyer, 
Mr. McCullough and City Engineer Clayton 
to go before the council at its next regular 
meeting and ask that an appropriation for 
the work be made. 

The experience of the last two years at 
the river pumping station has ‘clearly de- 
monstrated the great need of raising the 
dike, for on several occasions it has looked 
as if the river might overflow into the 
pumping station, causing great damage to 
the water works system. There is little 
doubt that council will agree to the appro- 
priation. 

The Water Bond Election. 

The commissioners spent some time dis- 
cussing the water bond election which oc- 
curs on the i2th instant. It is the desire 
of the board that ail those favoring the 
issue of bonds register at once, as the 
books will remain open only a few days 
longer. 

The bond issue is of the greatest impor- 
tance to the city. The city officials have 
no doubt that the bonds will be carried, but 
they are especially anxious that as large a 
vote as possible be cast.

Lieutenant Curry, Who Killed Private 
Reid, Will Be Surrendered to 
Civil Authorities. 
Lieutenant Frank Z. Curry, Third Georgia 
volunteer infantry, who killed Private Leo 
Reid, bittery I, Second artillery, last Jan- 
uary at Savannah, will be tried for murder 
by the civil authorities. Acting upon the 
instructions received yesterday from 
headquarters of the army, the officials at 
department headquarters notified W. W. 
Osborne, solicitor general at Savannah, that 
the prisoner, who is now in confinement at 
Augusta, would be turned over to ‘the au- 

thorities at Savannah whenever desired. 
During the afternoon the papers in the 
case, including the official charges, were 
mailed to Mr. Osborne and it is probable 
that a true bill will be returned by the

grand jury of Chatham county. 


This action on the part of the officers at 
department headquarters was caused by 
the scarcity of officers in this department. 
Ii was found several days ago that it 
would be impossible to obtain a sufficient 
number of officers to compose the board 
without detailing those outside the depart- 
ment, and the war department, having been 
appealed to, instructed that the prisoner 
be turned over to the civil authorities. 

Lieutenant Curry killed Private Reid on 
the night of January 10th in the Pink Light 
saloon, Savannah, his friends claimed in 
the discharge of his duty as a member of 
the provost guard. The friends of the pri- 
vate alleged that Curry was drinking at the 
time. Curry’s wife and two children reside 
at Jackson, Ga.

The city now has a sinking fund of about 


$47,000 to turn over to the commission. The 
money will be given the commissioners as 
they need it for their speculations. They 
may purchase as many bonds as ffhey 
please so long as they do not go outside of 
their funds. As the commissioners are 
among Atlanta’s eblest financiers, there is 
no doubt that the commission: will succeed 
in turning a good revenue into the city 
treasury from {its manipulations. 

Captain Neal intimated yesterday after- 
noon that the council should have allowed 
the commission more latitude as to its in- 
vestments. He thought there were other 
channels as safe as city, state and govern- 
ment bonds that would yield.a greater rate 
of interest. Alderman Turner, chairman of 
the finance committee of council and mem- 
ber ex-officio of the commission, stated that 
in making such limitations on the commis- 
Bsioners it was the object of council to 
make the investments absolutely safe. 
Knowing there could be no chance of loss 
in investments in the bonds prescribed, 
council had voted to exclude all other kinds 
of purchases. 

Captain Neal made the statement that he 
had never owned a bond of any kind in his 
life and knew nothing about bonds. Coming 
from a man president of oue of the largest 
banks in Atlanta and wh» has always been 
prominently identified with local financial 
circles, this statement was a decided sur- 
prise. The other members agreed, however, 
that this fact would in no way hinder his 
ability to. deal in bonds. 


How the Chairman Was Elected. 

Before the organization Mayor Woodward 
presided over the meeting. He is also a 
member of the commission. He announced 
that the first business to be transacted was 
the selection of a chairman and he nomi- 
nated Captain Neal. 

“I make this nomination,” said the may- 
or, ‘‘because the city treasurer is connected 
with the bank of Mr. Peel and because Mr. 
Ottley’s bank is one of the depositories of 
the municipal] funds.”’ 

Captain Neal expressed objection to be- 
ing chairman and thought that Mr. Peel, 
in view of the fact he was to serve for the 
longest term, should be chairman. Mr. Peel 
Stated that Captain Neal was the man for 
the place. ; 

“Then you withdraw?” asked Mr. Wood- 
ward, addressing Mr. Peel.

COUNTY BOARD 
TO SELL OLD JAIL 


Regular Meeting Hold Yesterday Morning. 
Many Matters Disposed Of. 


Oliver Baker Wanted To Bring Mule 
to Board Meeting. 


WORK ON STATE FAIR GROUNDS ASKED 


A lLarge Number of Petitions Were 
Presented Asking for Work on 
Country Roads. 


Much business was transacted at the 
board of county commissioners’ meeting 
held yesterday morning. Only three of the 
commissioners were present, and the peti- 
tions that came before the board were dis- 
patched with rapidity, 

The most important matter accomplished 
was the arrangement for the sale of the 
old jail building. A resolution was offered 
by Mr. Adair that the building be sold on 
April 27th at 11 o'clock in the morning {for 
cash to the highest bidder. 

The building, tences, stone and every at- 
tachmens to the ground will be included in 
the sale, except the retaining walls. ‘There 
is a large quantity of materiul in the 
building, and as the greater part of it is 
stone and iron, it is believed to nave a 
g@v0d value at the present time, and the gale 
is expected to bring to the county,u good 
bum. The ground will be cleared of the 
building within sixty days of the date of 
Bale. 

it is the intention of the commissioners 
to sell the ground after the building is re- 
moved, 

Many petitions were acted upon during 
the meeting and the greater number of 
these were tor opening and grading streets. 
Judge Rosser presided over the meeting. 
Commissioners Adair and Brown were 
present, Chairman Palmer was out of the 
eity on business and Commissioner 
Walker wes confined to his home on ac- 
count of illness. 


Work for the Fair Asked. 

Chairman Woodward, of the grounds 
committee of the state fair, which will be 
held in Atlanta in Octobér, appeared before 
the board to ask that the county assist 
in preparing the grounds for the fair. He 
said that there was some heavy work Uthat 
was and the treasury of the 
fair association was not large enough to 
pay for this work. He presented ex-Gover- 
nor Northen, who repeated the request. 

Mr. Northen said that if Atlania had a 
good fair it would be of inestimable value 
to the city and county, but if it had a 
poor tair it would do the city a very great 
harm. He said the work which was arked 
of the county Was very necessary and 
would be a great aid to the association if 
the board would place the chaingang on the 
ground and let it assist in beautifying it. 

Commissioner Brown stated that ail of 
the gang could not be placed at work on 
the grounds, as the county roads -were’‘in 
uch shape that if they were neglected the 
country people could not-attend the fair. 

No action was taken, but the board gave 
authority for the work to be done, and the 
association is to notify the board when the 
work is wanted. 

Jullus DeGive and L. D. Nelson arpeared 
before tae board, with other eitizens, and 
asked for the opening of Randolph street 
from Edgewood avenue to Ponce de Leon 
aveniue. Mr. Ledive stated that repeated 
requests had been made of the city to do 
the work, but that it had not been done, 
and it looked very much like discrimination 
in the way they hud been treated by the 
council. He said the city, he thought, was 
ready to co-operate with the cuvunty. 

Mr. Adair stated, that the city’s idea of 
co-operation was that whenever any one 
goes to it and asks for street: work it does 
not want to do, it says go to the county 
board, it wants to do some road work. 

The matter was referred to the 
works committee, and the citizens were in- 
structed to get a profile of the street, 

Road Tax Causes Trouble. 

Several citizens appeared befcre the board 
and‘ asked that the time for paying the 
road tax be changed. ‘The district cormmis- 
sioners stated that the time was fixed by 
the board for the books to close on Sep- 
tember tst of each year, and that the tax- 
payers could not be made to pay any soon- 
er. ‘hey said that the county roads were 
in need of work at the present time, but 
none could be done, as the tax was vot 
paid, ‘The taxpayers were sunimened to 
appear with pick and shove). They refuse], 
claiming they had until September Ist to 
pay, and they would nol undertake tu do 
so sooner. ° 

County Attorney Rosser stated that the 
county board had no right to pass any such 
resolutions, and that the road commission- 
ers could enforce the law and compel the 
taxpayers to work the road or pay the tax 
when they were called on or be tried before 
a justice of the peace. 

The board then revoked the old order 
which closed the books on September lst 
and set May Ist as the day. Tihe work will 
now go torward as heretofore. 

Oliver Baker’s Mule. 

Oliver Baker, a citizen of the northern 
portion of the county, appearing before the 
board with a petition asking for certain 
work in his settlement. He said the work 
ought to be done, and as it was at the 
present time, he was between two mud 
holes.. . 

He addressed the board in an interesting 
way, and caused much amusement by his 
unique manner. He said he was as good 
a farmer as there was in this country, and 
he had taken many premiums, 

He insisted on his petition being read, 
and said that some of the prople in his 
community would not sign the petition 
because the commissioners had promised 
them so many times. He said the work 
had been promised for five years. 

Regarding the road@ work he said he had 
injured his mule because it had fallen in 
a mud hole. He said he wanted damages 
for the injury, and had brought his mule 
to town so that the commissioners could 
see it. 

‘“T have got the mule here,’’ he said, 
‘and I want you to see him. He is ina 
bad fix. He was drove into a hok by my 
driver, and has a bad leg. I want you to 
see that mule, because I want damages. 
If you can’t go over there and see him 
I'll bring him here, Ill bring him right 
up here and you can see him.” 

Mr. Baker insisted that the commis- 
sioners should see his mule. He went after 
him and led him to the entrance of the 
building, but did not take him up the two 
flights of stairs to the commissioners’ 
room, : 

Mr. Baker is well known in the northern 
part of the county.

WILL BE BURIED IN ATLANTA. 


Remains of Josh W. Johnson, Who 
Died in Cuba, Are Expected To 
Arrive Tonight. 

The remains of the late Josh W. Johnson, 
who died in the army hospital at Guantana- 
mo, Cuba, during the Spanish war, will be 
brought to Atlanta for burial. His father 
was notified yesterday that the body had 
been shipped from New York and it is 

probable that it will arrive today. 

The funeral arrangements have not been 
made, but it is probable that the remains 
will be buried as soon as possible after 
they arrive, as the communication from 
Surgeon General Wyman, of the marine 
hospital service, notified the family that it 
would be dangerous to open the casket or 
the box containing the body.

At the beginning of: hostilities with Spain 
Josh Johnson enlisted in the Third United 
States volunteer infantry, Ray’s immunes, 
and was promoted rapidly until made a 
second lieutenant in’ the company. While 
at Guantanamo he was stricken with calen- 
cura fever and died in the army hospital.
